RCC and Massachusetts Institute of Technology are collaborating in a joint program to benefit students, faculty, fellows and 
scholars of RCC and the department of Urban Planning and Urban Studies. 

The program is funded through the U.S. State Department's Hubert H. Humphrey Fellowship Program and administered by 
the Department's Institute for International Education. 

Ms. Lauren Stewart, Program Evaluator for the Institute for International Education, visited RCC this Monday, September 
10 . She met with students, faculty, President Linda Turner Edmonds and Vice President Brenda Mercomes to discuss the 
current program and to collect ideas about its future development. 

RCC/MIT began planning the partnership in September 2010, after an initial meeting of former President Gomes and Vice 
President Mercomes, and MIT's former Chancellor Philip Clay and Department Chair Bish Sanyal. 

This Fall semester, the partnership expects to expand the program to eight to twelve students in the core program; and 
twenty to thirty students in the basic exposure to MIT component.

Loretta is the first full-time faculty who is a graduate 
of our program, but we have several part-time clinical 
faculty who are also graduates of our Nursing Program. 
Tishlanda Mukala who just received her MSN this summer 
and is one of our part-time clinical instructors is a 
graduate. John Brennan, MSN, RN is also one of our part- 
time clinical faculty. They are joined by Isela 
Wellington, RN, Roxane White, BSN, RN, and 
Dorothy Bowers, RN who are all lab Assistants. 
In addition, Kenisha Farris, RN, Opal Morgan, 
RN, Djenny Lobo-Delaney BS,RN and Vanessa 
Fernandes BS, RN are tutors for our students. 
We are so proud of these graduates who have 
returned to RCC to teach our students and to 
make sure that the excellent education that 
they received continues. 

Another piece of excellent news is our pass rate 
on the national certifying examinations in 
Nursing and in Radiologic Technology. Our 
Radiologic Technology Program has had a 100% 
pass rate in the Joint Review Committee in 



Radiologic Technology (JRCERT) for several years and our 
Rad Tech students are working at several Boston area 
hospitals. Our PN program achieved a 100% pass rate on 
the National Certifying Licensure Exam (NCLEX-PN) in 
2010. Our ADN program achieved a 93% pass rate on the 
National Certifying Licensure Exam (NCLEX-RN) in 2011. 
The national average was 87.90% The Massachusetts 
average was 88.24%. Below is a chart that includes the 
2011 pass rates for other Nursing Programs in Greater 
Boston. Please note that Baccalaureate Programs are also 
included.

The Roxbury Community College women's 
basketball team is the first recipient of the 
Lisa K. Bodine Sports Foundation Dr. Roscoe 
C. Brown, Jr. Institutional Excellence Award. 

The award is given to a sports program that promotes 

excellence in its student-athletes. 

Executive Director Lisa Bodine, granddaughter of Dr. 
Brown, chose the Lady Tigers program by stating: "Under 
the leadership of Head Coach Mark Leszczyk, the RCC 
program has been competitive nationally and the program 
consistently sends players on to four-year colleges." 

Roscoe C. Brown Jr. is the former commander of the 
famous 332nd Fighter Group, the Tuskegee Airmen — the 
celebrated African-American pilots who fought in World 
War II. The Group's 100th squadron flew the P-51 Mustang 
painted with red tails. Brown famously downed one of the 



German Messerschmitt Me-262 jets. He flew sixty-eight 
combat missions by the war's end and was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, the Air Medal with Eight Oak 
Leaf Clusters and the Presidential Unit Citation. Returning 
in 1946, Brown attended New York University, earning a 
Ph.D. and becoming a professor at New York University 
and president of Bronx Community College. 

Dr. Brown's heroics were recently chronicled in the George 
Lucas feature film "Red Tails," released in January 2012. 

The Lisa K. Bodine Sports Foundation was established in 
2011, to assist young athletes with the cost of participating 
in club sports and to recognize student- athletes for 
excellence in academics and athletics. The Foundation also 
supports institutions and organizations that strive to assist 
student-athletes.
